flastry is on the brink of a real revo- 
lution, owing to startling changes 
i-i methods of sales and to the farra 
equation, which has menaced the 
wheat, livestock, poultry, dairy and 
vegetable producers. 


The estent of this revolution de- 


per.tis in part on the decision on the 
packers' consent decree. The hear- 
ing on the decree will be held here 
in October and food men the worM 
over are watching for the result. 
Under the proposal asked by the 
meat packers, the decree would be so 
tnodif:«i as to allow them to engage 
in the retail sale and distribution of 
food. 


In addition there has come about 


a revolutionary change in the me- 
chanical and manufacturing ends of 
the food business. The packers now 
have one machine, for 
example, 


which is opes-attrd by only tv.'o men 
snd which can cut 65,C-0«J pounds of 
pork chops a day. Similar machines 
cut and wrap all kinds of meat cuts. 
Methods of hanging of meat in stor- 
age have been modified and the Qual- 
ity and value thereby increased. Xow 
the quarters are disposed in the same 
position as they occupy on the live 
animal and consequently the flesh 
is not stretched. 


Poultry, butter and other food 


products also are refrigerated under 
the new systems and the freezing 
of vegetables has proved a distinct 
succes--.

GOV. KOHLER'S VIEWS 


Although not the most Important 


phase of his opening campaign ad- 
dress, Gov. Kohler "s straightforward 
declaration in favor of a return to beer 
and the holding of a national referen- 
dum on prohibition will attract most 
attention. On this subject he writes his 
own platform, ignoring the fact that 
the Republican state convention failed 
to commit itself on the question. Pro- 
hibition, he says, has caused "great dis- 
satisfaction throughout the United 
States on the part of large numbers of 
upright and law-abiding citizens." It is 
the truth. To millions or Americans it 
is. as he puts it, "a sort of insult to say 
that the drinking of beer, which with 
many of them was a family tradition, 
is wrong or illegal." 


The governor's declaration that there 


is no menace to health or morals in 
the drinking of beer of moderate alco- 
holic content will of course be chal- 
lenged by certain of our "authorities" 
and advisers on health and morals, but 
the fact remains, that it is a matter of 
viewpoint Medical opinion on what is 
good or bad for human body constant- 
ly changes. This applies to foods, bev- 
erages and personal habits.

The next year the verdict 
is different. 


We do not think it has ever been 


proved that beverages of light alcoholic 
content, drunk occasionally and in 
moderation, are particularly damaging 
to health. There is plenty of evidence 
to the contrary in all countries and 
through all ages. 
It is the abuse of 


drinking precisely the 
same as the 


abuse of eating that injures the body. 
When it comes to morals we think the 
opinion of most experienced and 
un- 


prejudiced persons is that temperance 
in all things is better than abstinence. 
We do not think that a placid, nega- 
tive existence is good for any person. 
The human body now and then needs 
& kick, a thrill, a hurt if you please, an 
outlet to emotions and desires, if it is 
to function best. Absteniousness is bet- 
ter than either complete denial or in- 
dulgence. 


Gov. Kohler takes the broad, cosmo- 


politan attitude toward life and insti- 
tutions of government. He believes in 
reasonable liberality. 
He does not 


think that life and personal habits can 
be reduced to mathematical formulas 
and subjected to unnatural restraints. 
We cannot put society in a straight- 
jacket any more than we can the indi- 
vidual and that is what the eighteenth 
amendment attempted to do. Gov. 
Kohler wisely says that while the sa- 
loons as they existed in the country 
prior to the eighteenth amendment 
must never return, neither can present 
conditions be permitted to continue. 
This ought to be apparent to every 
person. The problem is not whether it 
is sensible to do away with prohibition 
but what to put in its place. The er.cs 
to be achieved ought to be new gen- 
erally agreed upon. It is a question of 
means to bring them about. Mr. Kohl- 
er shows hsmself to be thoroughly pro- 
gressive on this issue as on a:I other 
affairs of government. 


His address at Milwaukee ought to 


be read by every citizen of Wisccns-n 
who is interested in good government, 
competent government, constructive 
government. His review of what has 
been done thus far under his adminis- 
tration and what it is proposed to do 
constitutes a chapter in the state's po- 
litical history almost unique in its sig- 
nificance. It is the picture of a trained 
and intelligent executive directing all 
his talents to the administration of 
public affairs in an efficient, econom- 
ical, beneficial manner.

"Long experi- 
ence," says Mr. Kohler, "has taught 
me the wisdom of avoiding statements 
and promises until careful study has 
proved that the statements are justi- 
fied and the promises can be kept."

future wage reductions. Here are some 
of their answers: 


Richard S. Shainwald, President of 


Paraffine companies: "The Paraffine 
companies have made no reductions in 
personnel and no wage cuts. 
We be- 


lieve such reductions can be and 
should be avoided.'' 


C. R. Palmer, President of Cluett, 


Peabody & Company: "A general re- 
duction of wages and salaries at this 
time is entirely unwarranted." 


Walter A. Sheaffer, President W. A. 


Sheaffer Perr company: "Believe it 
would be a serious mistake to reduce 
wages." 


Herbert V. Kohler, Vice-President 


of Kohler company: "Kohler Com- 
pany is maintaining its organization, 
and its wage scale." 


James A. Farrdl. President U. S. 


Steel corporation: "I heard a steel man 
saj- the other day, in fact more than 
one recently, that wages should come 
down. I said, 'Oh, no, wages in the 
steel industry are not coming down; 
you can make up your mind to that 
fact. If you are going out to sell your 
goods and eliminate your profit and 
expect to get it out of the men in the 
mills you are greatly mistaken.' "

Gener- 
al!}- speaking it will be the relatively 
weaker concerns that will cut wages, 
most often perhaps through r.ecessitv. 


And what makes the other concerns 


strong? Good management and noth- 
ing e!se. They have r.ot paid out their 
entire profit in divicer.es. They have 
set as:cie cash and invested reserves so 
that when others car.r.ct pay them, 
wner. orders s'ow r.p or cease and prof- 
its disappear they may siili continue 
to cperate :r_ the normal way, employ- 
ing their full personnel at the same 
good wages and putting their reserves 
into manufactured goods, thus avoid- 
ing the hard times that go with a cat 
ar.d the wretchedness that eoes with a 
shutdown.

the safeguard for continuity of employ- 
ment and wages, they are the unbend- 
ing steel girders that tend to hold ev- 
erything together against the blows of 
the hurricane.

In the drab picture of current busi- 
ness, here and there appear bright 
spots which stand out in 
relief 


against the dark background. Much 
has been said and written about the 
decline in earnings of corporations 
and unfortunately it is almost one 
hundred per cent true. But there is 
another phase of the current posi- 
tion of corporations which contrasts 
sharply with the profit and loss col- 
umn and that is the balance sheet. 


A well known statistical service 


has just compiled an analysis of bal- 
ance sheets "of those companies which 
publish mid-year 
statements. 
It 


makes pleasant reading to investors 
who are palled by the endless tale 
of bad business, 
diminishing sales 


and shrunken profits of the compan- 
ies In which they have put their 
savings. In compiling that analysis, 
statements of more than 70 of the 
larger and better known companies 
were taken. Here is^ a summary of 
the more important facts disclosed: 


During the sis months ended June 


30 those companies in. the aggregate 
increased their property account 3.8 
per cent. They expanded their net 
working capital by 3.4 per cent. Cash 
and marketable securities in their 
treasuries gained 4.3 per cent- Work- 
ing capita], exclusive of inventories, 
increased 26.3 per cent. 


ASSETS EXPAND 


During the same period the ratio 


of aggregate current assets to the 
aggregate current liabilities expand- 
ed from 4.58 per cent to 5.27 per 
cent. 
The same companies raised 


the ratio of total cash and market- 
able securities to total assets from 
28.2 per cent to 29.5 per cent. 


The significance of those figures 


is, of course, that corporations have 
been strengthening 
taeir financial 


position during the-first half of the 
year despite the severe decline in 
their net profits, -which on the aver- 
age are off 25 per 
cent compared 


with the first half of last year. 


Ths decrease in inventories is im- 


portant. It differentiates the pres- 
ent depression from that through 
which the country passed in 1920-21, 
•when falling prices caught business 
houses and corporations all over the

The excellent financial position of 


the average corporation is due to 
the advantage ail wise business exe-

vest profits in marketable securities 
or in loans payable on demand.

giving to it his continuous atten- 
tion to virtual exclusion of all oth- 
er public business in order, among 
other things, to try to find out just 
how the private agencies of the coun- 
try in addition to the public ones 
may be. best stimulated and organ- 
ized to accomplish the vast relief 
work and rehabilitation work which 
lies before them. 


MAY BAIS^ PRIVATE FUND 
It is calculated here in responsi- 


ble quarters that the private agen- 
cies may be called upon to raise and 
to expend as large an amount of 
money as was rendered 
available 


from private sources under Mr. Hoo- 
ver's guidance for the relief of the 
Mississippi flood 
sufferers. 
That 


sum was'approximately twenty-five 
million dollars. In the present in- 
stance the sufferers are more numer- 
ous but the average degree of their 
distress is smaller and they do not 
have to be moved from their homes 
and then back again. It is roughly 
guessed, accordingly, that the same 
amount of money might suffice as 
in the previous instance; and it is 
supposed on all hands that Mr. Hoo- 
ver will again call upon the Red 
Cross to take the lead and that 
again he will provide to it the plans 
on which it will operate. 


There is in any case no doubt that 


the weight of governmental opinion 
here today is that the need for out- 
right gratuitous relief work from 
now forward throughout the next 
fall and early winter will be heavy 
and insistent and that the money 
devoted to it can be and will be most 
economically and most fairly and 
justly distributed by private agen- 
cies like the Red Cross. 


Above the line of the cases need- 


ing gratuitous relief there will be 
the cases in large multitudes need- 
ing only credit relief through low- 
priced loans. 
This sort of relief 


will be publicly extended out of the

board and of the Federal Farm loan 
board with the help of locally or- 
ganized private* credit associations 
and will also probably amount to 
an imposing sum.

as often as is necessary. The hot 
sun and •wind finish the job. 


Some farmers who are not fully 


up to the tricks of their trade go 
one step farther in the eradication 
of quack and afterward find it a 
very expensive one. This step Is the 
raking of the quack into windrows 
and burning it- 


Quack grass like all other weeds 


robs the soil of nitrogen, phosphates 
and potash and stores these plant 
foods in its roots, stems, and leaves 
and seeds. "When a farmer burns 
his crop of quack grass which con- 
tains probably 500 pounds of those 
fertilizers in each ton he loses the 
nitrogen and phosphates, and the 
humus besides and saves only some 
of the potash. In the burning pro- 
cess he, therefore, destroys the fer- 
tility of the soil which he must re- 
store after the fire has done its de- 
structive work.
